She spent the early pari 
of Monda y night at the bedside of a 
sick fiiend. 
At midnight she left, 
say ing 
she would 
return 
to her 
home. 
She feared no danger and laughed 
when one of her friends asked her 
if 
she 
did 
not 
want 
compa ny . 
‘‘Why ,’' she replied, 
‘T have lived 
here in St. Louis for more than fifty 
Tears. 
Nobody would molest me 
Every body knows that Aunt Adele 
Ifas no money worth stealing, and I 
am so old and ugly that nobody 
would want to steal me.'' 
And the old woman chuckled at 
her little pleasantry . 
She was walking south on J effer­ 
son avenue, and just as she was 
crossing the alley south of 
Clark 
avenue, two men emerged from the 
alley and planted themselves direct­ 
ly in her path. 
They were roughly 
clad 
and had slouch hats drawn 
drawn over their ey es 
The old 
ncpress ey ed them closely and saw 
that both were y oung and power­ 
ful.
